All ballots uweed at smuch election on sach
amendment or amendments shall have written
or printed thereon the following: For proposed
amendment to the Constitation relating to (here
insert the subject of the amendment) and, against
propnsed amendment to the Coastitution relat-
ing to (heve insert the sabject of the amendment)
and the vote of each elector voting om such
amendment or amendments shall be designated
by the elector by making a crose with a pen or
pencil in a cirele or sguare to be placed at the
right of the lines the words *For or Against™ the
proposed amendments, as he shall desire to vote
thereon, or by indicating his preference on a
voting machine when such machine is in nee.
